Thc wildfires ravaging the West 
turned deadly Friday when a 
tanker plane crashed in Montana 
near thc Flathead Indian Rfcscrva- 
tion, sparking n fire. 

Two crew members were killed 
in the crash. 

Thc plane went down about 20 
miles west of Missoula, starting a 
fire that quickly spread over 10 
acres, thc Forest Service said.

House leaders offer their full-coverage proposal

WASHINGTON — Likening the mo- 
ment to thc birth of Social Security, 
House Democratic leaders rolled out their 
plan Friday to provide health insurance 
for all Americans by 1999, financed 
lohgely by employers. • 

The approach jettisons' 1 several unpopu- 
lar proposals President Clinton made a 
year ago. 

^’’It will be every American’s guarantee 
. of security, dignity and decency, as long 
as. they live," said Rep. Richard Gephardt, 
D-Mo., point-man in thc House for thc ef- 


fort to make good on Clinton’s call for 
'universal coverage. 

Leaders arc pushing for passage in two 
weeks. But aides said they could not yet 
count thc votes to prevail over opposition 
from virtually all Republicans, who say it- 
would destroy jobs while damaging the 
currcht "health, care system, and many 
moderate and conservative Democrats. 

Across thc Capitol. Majority Lender 
George Mitchell sketched details of a 
health reform measure he is expected to. 
unveil next week. It is expected to defer 
any mandatory employer financing' pro- 
posals until insurance reforms have been 


given a chance to work — probdbly 2001. 
It would then apply them on a statc-by- 
state basis, with states exempted if they 
had achieved sufficient progress toward 
universal coverage. 

Clinton embraced thc work of thc 
House Democratic leaders. 

Democratic leaders emphasized thc dif- 
ferences between thpir measure and thc 
one originally offered by Clinton. 

Thc proposal, in general, calls on busi- 
nesses to pay 80 percent of thc cost of in- 
suring workcre, with individuals responsi- 
ble for thc balance. Thc requirement 
would apply, to large firms on Jan. 1, 


1997, and two years later for smaller 
firms. Small employers, particularly those 
with low-wage earners, would be eligible 
for federal subsidies that could reduce 
their costs by half. Low-income individu- 
als would be eligible for federal subsidies. 

The legislation envisions a standard 
package of health benefits, including pre- 
ventive care; mental health; women’s 
health and prescription drugs. Consumers 
would have a choice of plans, including 
an HMO-style policy and a traditional 
fec-for service arrangement. Thc : fcc*for- 
scrvicc plans would have deductibles .of

Attack at abortion clinic leaves 2 dead, 1 wounded

PENSACOLA, Fla. — A shotgun-wield- 
ing former minister killed a doctor in a bul- 
letproof vest and his escort outside an abor- 
tion clinic Friday. . 

It was thc second such deadly attack. in 
Pensacola in 17 months, police said. Anoth* 

. cr person was wounded. 

Paul Hill, 4*0, who had openly advocated 
violence as n divinely sanctioned means of 
stopping abortions, was' chased down with- 
in minutes of the slayings at thc Ladies 
Center for Abortion after witnesses pointed 


him but to police. 

"Now is thc time to defend thc unborn, 
the same way you’d defend slaves about to 
be murdered!” he shouted as'hc wns trans- 
ferred from the police stntion to jail. 

Hill was held without bail on two charges 
of murder and one of attempted murder. He 
could also face federal charges under a law 
enacted in May in response to 1,000 cases 
of abortion-related violence since 1977. 

‘ Police said they recovered a shotgun, 
along with more than a dozen unspent shot- 
gun shells stashed in black nylon holders 
strapped to Hill’s legs and in His pockcrs. 


. Dr. John Bayard Britton, 69, and James 
Herman Barrett, 74, had arrived for work 
and were sitting in a pickup truck outside 
when thc gunman approached and opened 
fire with a 12-gauge shotgun, hitting both 
men in the head, police said. 

Barrett's 68-year-old wife, June, a retired 
nurse who like her husband worked as a 
volunteer escort shielding clinic employees 
from protesters, was also in thc truck. She 
was wounded in thc arm and was listed in 
good condition. 

Thc cliriifc had been bombed twice in 
1984 and. vandalized in 1986.

Cool air toppled temperature records Friday across the 
Plains and the South, nnd thunderstorms were scattefed 
across the eastern half of the nation with hail ns big as golf 
balls. 

For -the second straight day, the unusually cool weather 
caused temperatures to full into the 50s and 60s. Thai pro- 
duced the coolest morning on record for the date in parts of 
Texas. Oklahoma, Kansas, Missburi. Nebraska. Arkansas, 
Louisiana. Mississippi. Alabama, Tennessee, Georgia. 
Kentucky and Florida, the National Weather Service said. 

Concordia. Kan., cooled to 51, erasing a record of 54 set 
in 1892. 

. North Little Rock. Ark., reached 63, 2 degrees lower 
than the record set in 1889. The low of 66 at Pensacola.

After gaining ground on the 
1.000-acre Ruby Fire. in Idaho’s 
Salmon River canyon, firefighters 
suffered a setback when flames 
broke through a relatively weak line 
on' the blaze’s southern fiank. 

Hot shot crews were immediately 
dispatched to the breakout area in a 
— sfeejvwalted - box - canyon.-andJielU- 
copters tried to hold the fire in check 
. with constant water drops from 
overhead. 

The choppers had been pounding 
the fire’s hottest spots with water 
from’ the river throughout the day, 
and Payette National Forest officials 
said nearly 600 firefighters had the 
fire eight miles cast of Riggins 50 
percent contained. 

Crews were protecting a residence 
at the mouth of Lake Creek near the 
origin ofithc fire and a resort at 


Warm Springs Creek upriver from 
the fire, byt neither was in immedi- 
ate danger. Land managers said the 
fire could be declared fully con- 
tained this evening . . 

But fire bosses were scrounging 
for more manpower to battle two 
other wildfires burning out of con- 
trol in southern Idaho.

President 
Clinton's second appointee to the 
court, was approvcd_as praise from 
senators of both panics drowned out 
lingering criticism of his personal 
investments. 

Breyer was expected to be sworn 
in next week to replace Harry A. 
Blackmun 

Justice Ruth Bader Ginsburg. a 
pioneering women's rights advo- 
cate, joined the court last year. 

Breyer was at the White House 
when the Senate vote was taken and. 
soon afterwards, Clinton introduce^ 
him a a previously scheduled Boys 
■ Nation ceremony. 

"This gentleman has- r sct an exam- 

f ilc of excellence and fidelity to the 
aW 'and the Constitution of which 
every American can be proud," 
Clinton said. 

“You’re looking at the only man 
in America with total job security."

Breyer, grinning broadly, told 
Clinton: “Thank you for the confi- 
dence you have placed in me." 

"I look forward to serving on the 
Supreme Court.

U.S. troops to 
provide extra 
flight security 

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
President Clinton ordered U.S. 
troops to Rwanda’s capital Friday 
to provide airport security for 
relief flights, moving to broaden 
the U.S. effort to help Rwandan 
refugees. ^ 

A senior administration official, 
speaking on the condition of 
anonymity, said that several hun- 
dred U.S. military personnel 
would be part of an initial contin- 
gent sent to the airport to provide 
security so plan es could - land 
~theresafely. 

The official said the Increased 
U.S. role would be a phased 
approach and that an effort would 
.be made to encourage private 
.relief groups to help distribute the 
aid in Rwanda. 

The United States will expnnd 
its role later if necessary to make 
sure the humanitarian effort suc- 
ceeds, the official said. He said 
the airport at Kigali appears to be 
. in good shape.to accept large U.S. 
cargo planes. 

The new government of the 
central African nation npproved 
of the U.S. military role within its 
borders, the official said. 

Clinton earlier told a news con- 
ference that "opening” the airport 
in Kigali would broaden the 
transportation net needed to dis- 
tribute food, medical supplies and 
fresh water to refugees who have 
-'.fled-slaughterl in Rwanda only_to 
find disease in Zaire. 

Mobilizing what he called the 
most difficult rescue mission in 
decades, Clinton also asked' 
Congress Friday for $320 million 
to help Rwandan refugees. 

An administration official, speak- 
ing on the condition of anonymity, 
said that ithe president late Friday 
made the decision to go ahead and 
authorize the U.S. troops to help 
prepare the airport so that large U.S. 
cargo planes could land there. 

"I believe we are making progress 
in the battle against suffering and 
death on the borders of Rwanda," 

• Clinton said earlier. “’The United 
States niust not cease its efforts 
until the dying stops and the 
refugees have returned.” 

"The United States must do 
more," Clinton said, adding that his 
administration already has delivered 
more than 1,300 tons orequipment, 
food.water and medicine. ~~ 
Defense Secretary William 
Perry travels to Rwanda this 
weekend to assejs the U.§. assis- 
tance effort. Rebel forces recently 
ousted a military-dominated 
regime that urged ethnic slaugh- 
ter, 

. . Millions of Rwandans who fled 
the killing in their homeland face 
food shortages and a severe 
cholera outbVcak in refugee 
camps in Zaire. At least 20,000 
people have died in the past 10 
days.

He is a person who I think will have 
an appropriate temperament for the 
court."* 

Leading the criticism was Sen. 
Richard Lugar. R-Ind., who said 
Breyer, 55. showed “extraordinarily 
bad judgments" in investing' in. 
Lloyd's of London insurance syndi- 
cates. 

Those investments. Lugar said, 
opened Breyer to "unlimited liabili- 
ty of his resources," and could force 
him to stay out of numerous 
Supreme Court cases involving- 
toxic waste and asbestos. 

"There is bound to be a long 
.string of. recusals from cases coming 
before the Supreme Court," said 
Lugar, as Breyer is “trapped in a 
'troubled Lloyd’s of London insur- 
, ance syndicate from which he is 
unlikely to escape for a long time." 

Breyer has said he would extricate 
himself from that investment as 
soon as possible. 

Members of both parties defended 
Breyer, who gained bipartisan sup- 
port in large part through his work 
as the Judiciary Committee’s chief 
counsel in 1979-80. About half the 
panel’s 18 current members were on 
tltc committee then. 

The committee, which unani- 
mously recommended Breycr’s 
nomination to the Tull Senate, “thor- 
oughly examined the Lloyd’s issue," 
Kennedy said. 

"The Judiciary Committee 
obtained opinions from leading 
experts on judicial ethics and envi- 
ronmental insurance litigation."

‘Doomsday’ aircraft to help 
during national emergencies 


ANDREWS AIR FORCE 
BASE, Md. (AP) — In an effort to 
get more out of the military's Cold 
War inventory. Boeing 747s 
designed to be wartime airborne 
command posts will be used dur- 
■ impntiTuraj disasters or national 
emergencies. 

/ To highlight that move, one of 
the huge jets was put on display to 
the media Friday for the first time 
ever. 

"This aircraft has more commu- 
nications capability than any air- 
craft in the world." said Col. A1 
Sautcr. chief of one of four such 
aircraft available for the new mis- 
sion^ 

•Should Washington or other 
military command centers be 


incinerated in wartime, the jet 
would serve as a "survivable com- 
mand center" that allows the 
nation's top civilian or military 
leaders a way to keep in touch 
with anybody left on the ground. 

Since chances for a nuclear 
Armaggcdon have cased with the 
end of the Cold War. the planes 
now will be used for national 
emergencies. 

The new job means a plane might 
be called upon to launch immediate- 
ly. fly to Washington to pick up offi- 
cials from the Federal Emergency 
Management Agency, and ihcn trav- 
el to the affected area "in a matter of 
hours,” said Sautcr, who is based 
with the aircraft at Offutl Air Force 
Base near Omaha, Nc. 


The aircraft’s extensive work 
spaces are crammed with comput- 
er terminals, work stations and 
communications equipment. 

"We provide secure and unsecure 
voice and data, wc use low-frequen- 
cy. high frequency, satellites, and 
ground interface systems." Sautcr 
said, rioting that officers on the plane 
can even talk with deep-seu subma- 1 
rine commanders. 

FEMA director James Witt and 
Brig. Gen. Tom Twomey of the 
National Military Command 
Center in the Pentagon, briefed 
rtporters on the plane’s new mis- 
sion, using its comfortable IK-seal 
command center, equipped with 
slide screens on the walls and a 
speaker’s podium.

WASHINGTON (AP) 1 — 
Lukisha Jackson was 16 when she 
had her first baby. _ 

She knew about birth'control. 
she told Congress on Friday, but 
gelling pregnant was "not a serious 
issue. If I got pregnant, it would be 
accepted." 

Today, four years and another 
child later, Jackson is' on welfare 
and in her fourth year at the 
University of Maryland. The father 
of her children is behind bars and 
cannot support them. 

■ "It’s not a big deal to get preg- 
nant," the 20-year-old woman told 
the House Ways and Means sub- 
committee on human resources 
during a hairing on the rise in out- 
of-wedlock births and the question 
of whether welfare encourages ille- 
gitimacy. 

"1 believe teen-agers have babies 
for a variety of reasons, such as 
needing love, rebelling against 
authority and to feel grown up,” 
she said. 

"However, I feel, that the 
overlying reason is because it is 
accepted by society. Our moth- 
ers, fathers, teachers, even our 
ministers, and especially our 
peers and including the govern- 
ment accept that American teen- 
agers arc producing babies 


faster than any other country.” 

Nearly one in three children is 
bom to an unwed- mother a nd th e 
‘number is expected to climb'to one " 
in iwo by the turn of the ccntuty. 

Conservatives say the welfare 
.system is illegitimacy’s economic 
life support system because it pro- 
vides single mothers with cash, 
food, medical and housing benefits 
that combined are a better deal 
than working in a minimum-wage 
job with no .health insurance-and 
day-care costs.

Craxi fled to his Tunisian villa 
months ago after the corruption 
charges were filed, and was tried 
by a Milan court in absentia.

Rwanda's president, a Hutu.. died 
in an unexplained plane crash 
near Kigali on April 6. As the 
slaughter began, the rebel army 
resumed its war against the gov- 
ernment that had been halted by a 
fragile peace accord last August. 

The new government set up by 
the rebels in Kigali has urged the 
refugees to return to their homes, 
promising to spare the innocent 
and punish only those directly 
involved in the massacres.

Instead, 
they’re gearing up for a weekend 
of 100-degree temperatures and 
evening thunderstorms. 

"We've had terrible problems."

MOUNT SPURR. Alaska (AP) — 
NASA’s. Dante 11 robot began 
descending into a volcano’s steamy 
crater on Friday when the 1,700- 
pound machine whined, lifted its 
Ercctor-set-like front legs and walked. 

Dante’s steps were guided by oper- 
ators 80 miles cast in Anchorage, 
where the robot’s moves appeared on 
computer screens. NASA hopes the 
test could lead to robotic explorations 
on other planets. 

The robot stepped off the crater rim 
on Mount Spurt and into’ snowpack 
estimated more than 10 feet deep, the 
first time the 1.700 pound, eight- 
legged robot had walked on snow. 


Rubber snowshocs were made spe- 
cially for the occasion. 

"My first reaction is I'm real glad 
we pursued putting snowshocs on the 
robot," said John Bares, a robotics sci- 
entist from Pittsburgh's Carnegie 
Mellon University. 

Scott Boehmkc, a Carnegie Mellon 
research engineer, said the machine 
will walk 12 hours 'a day on power 
from u diesel generator parked up- 
slope from the robot. The test could 
run from three to six days. 

NASA worked with Carnegie 
Mellon to develop a robot that 
could be remote-controlled for 
explorations on Mars. Neptune 


and Jupiter's moons. 

Dante is tethered to the snowy tint 
by an orange cable attached to a rail- 
road lie that is buried 7 feel into the 
snow. As a backup, the robot also is 
tethered talltc generator. 

The 10-fool robot began walking 
six days after a helicopter lowered it 
onto the crater rim 6.500 feel up the 
11 . 000 -foot mountain, tin active vol- 
cano. 

A rotating laser on Dante s mast 
will produce a topographical map of 
the crater’s interior. Volcano scientists 
will use tltc map and information 
about volcanic gases lo help predict 
when a new eruption may occur.

“This is where God wants me to be," said 
Taylor of the clty/of Brussels, population 
3.5 ^million. where he pastors the 
(independent) Biblt Baptist Church. 

' It hasn’t been an easy road. 

When Lnny and Jean Taylor first arrived 
in Brussels, they were the only members of 
their church. The city is 98 percent Roman 
Catholic. 

Then there was the paperwork. 

It takes six months to a year to complete 
the forms required to start a church in 
Belgium, with its socialist government 
policies, Taylor explained. Even now, the 
Taylors arc not nllowcd to draw an income 
in the country where they live. They must 
be completely supported by churches in the 
states. 

At jhc present time, 80 churches arc 
funding the Bible Baptist Church of 
Brussels. Among them is Cornerstone 
Baptist Church of Twin Falls, where the

Taylors visited two years ago. 

"When wc arc on furlough in the states (a 
few months every two years), we travel 
around to visit the churches that support us 
and wc report on our work," Taylor said. 

Until September, the Taylors will -be 
living in the mission house of the Bible 
Baptist Church in Vallejo. After that, they 
will head back to Belgium, where they 
have built an "American style home” near 
thcir.Frcnch-spcaking church. 

“I learned-- to speak French, but with a 
Tcxus accent,’’ said Taylor, with a nod 
toward his American roots. 

Taylor is 41 now, and he's managed-to 
grow a 50-mcmber church in Brussels. Last 
,ycnr, his congregation was able to raise 
enough money to buy a building. 

“Wc got a building valued at over 
$400,000 for S40.000,” Taylor said. "It was 
an answer to prayer." 

It’s a good life, according to Taylor, who 
still recalls the first woman he ever brought 
into his new church, more than 15 years ago. 

“Wc were just learning French, and this 
woman had a speech impediment,” Taylor 
explained. “She had been telling us over 
and over that she wanted to join our church, 
be wc couldn’t understand her, so wc kept 
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Larry and Jean Taylor are joined by their children, Sarah, 21, James, 17, 
Robocca, 13, and Deborah, 5. Most of the family still lives in Belgium. 


saying we would come back next week." 

Eventually, the message broke through. 

. In Brussels, the older Taylor children 
attended public school until fifth grade, 
after which they were home schooled for a 
while and later enrolled in an international 
school located about six kilometers from 
the Taylor home. 

“We couldn't afford the school, which 
costs more than SI 8,000 a year, so wc 
prayed about it.” Taylor said. “They asked 
me what 1 could pay, and I said S100 a 
month, and they just said, ‘OK.’" 


One of the Taylor daughters now lives in 
California and is employed by a church 
there. She married a man whose parents arc 
missionaries in Canada. The two met at 
Bible college. A Taylor son just graduated 
from high school and will be heading off to 
college in the fall. The Taylors still have a 
13-ycar-old and a 5-year-old at home. 

The kids ar<i happy and well adjusted, 
their dad reported, and all is well on the 
Belgium front. < 

“The Lord’s really blessing us in our 
work,” he said.

No, Jesus would not be tongue- 
tied if he returned to sit down with 
some of the biggest celebrities of 
our age. In a gentle, humorous new 
book, "What Jesus Would Say ..." a 
minister at one of the nation’s 
largest evangelical churches 
imagines some of those what-if 
meetings. 

Forget about a wrathful Lord 
leaving bodies strewn in his path as 
he tramps throughJhc vineyards of 
pop culture. The Jl-sus envisioned 
by the Rev. Lee Strobcl takes-a 
sympathetic look at some of the 
betes noires of conservative 
Christians — Madonna, Bart 
Simpson and President Clinton. 

Strobcl, a minister at Willow 
Creek Community Church in 
suburban Chicago, wants to show 
readers of the book to be released 
next month by Zondcrvnn 
Publishing House that religion is 
more about love than condemnation. 

“The publjc perception of God 
tends to be so judgment-oriented,” 
Strobcl said in an interview. “I think 
' he docs it through grace and love 
• that helps our heart as opposed to 
slam-dunking people because they 
have messed up." 

Take Madonna, whose capacity 
for self-promotion and mixing 
. religious and sexual imagery knows 
few bounds. 

If the Son of God walkcd4nto one 
of her “Girlie Shows," Strobcl 
admits, “I think a lot of people think 
the first thing Jesus would do is to 
slap her face." 

But Strobcl believes Jesus would 
treat the Material Girl as he did the 
adulterous women at the well in the 
Gospel of John, offering her 


redemption and challenging those 
who are without sin to cast the first 
stone. 

“Jesus wnfs harshest on the 
religious, leaders of the'day because 
he saw such hypocrisy at throwing 
stones at other people,” Strobcl said. 

On the political front, Strobcl 
indicates Jesus would call Clinton to 
account for any infidelities and his 
stand in favor’of legalized abortion. 
But he would also be pained by 
evangelicals who gloat over the 
administration’s problems. 

"Biblically, wc’rc called as 
Christians to give honor to those in 
government. Wc shouldjje praying 
for them," Strobenaitf 

Limbaugh V the mouth that roots 
and roars — would be told to put a 
sock in it when it comes to 
denigrating the poor, “fcmiNaris” or. 
people with AIDS. 

“He who mocks the poor shows 
contempt for their maker," Jesus, 
quoting from. Proverbs, might 
remind Limbaugh. 

In other chapters, Strobcl 
envisions Jesus telling Mother 
Teresa to keep up the good work 
and Donald Trump to focus his, eyes 
on the prize of eternal rather than 
temporal rewards. 

That this is not your typical 
evangelical self-help book also is 
evident in the Top 10 list of things 
Jesus would say to David 
Lcttcrman. No. 10: “Sony, Johnny 
gets the 1 1:30 slot in eternity." And 
No.i5: “Behave yourself or I’ll 
reveal to the world that you were 
Chip on 'My Three Sons.'” 

Strobcl, 42, a former atheist who 
left a newspaper career for the 
ministry in 1987. said the idea came 
to him when a bunch of ministers at 
Willow Creek were sitting around 
talking and someone wondered what 
Jesus would say to the TV character 
Murphy.

In the quirky world of pew 
sales, companies pose their 
products in front of Yosemitc 
Falls, engage in church-scat 
espionage and offer tubs of 
corned beef to island 
chieftains. 

They also conduct important 
pew research on such topics as, 
(he relation between bench 
corp fort and sermon attention 
spans — and, in the eternal 
quest for pew perfection, they 
pioneer such technical 
breakthroughs as the talking 
pew and the reversible chair. 

“The average person doesn’t 
think about .where pews come 
from," says Durand Ovciholtzcr, 
whose Modesto, Calif. -based 
church furniture company is one 
of the giants of pewdom. “But 
it’s a real competitive (and) ... 
creative business." 

Overholtzer, who traces his 
woodworking ancestry back 
1,000 years to a village near' 
Zurich, runs a sprawling 
factory where many of the 
chairs in the lobby and offices 
are pews. In his own office, 
next to a bookcase filled with 
religious works and a 
biography of Lee laccoca, is 
the talking pew of Las Vegas. 
(The scat, which features 
hidden wiring and 
loudspeakers, was custom- 
built for a Greek Orthodox 
congregation worried about 
sanctuary acoustics.) 

It’s a considerable leap from 
the church accommodations of 
the past. Until the Middle Ages, 
pews didn’t' even exist. People 
stood, wandered around, chatted 
and even brought in pets, says 
historian Colleen McDonnell of 
the University df Utah. It wasn’t 
until about the 13th s ccntuiy, in 
northern Europe, that the first 
pews — made of stone or wood 
— are believed to have 
appeared. 


By the 1700s, church seats 
had evolved into elaborate 
privnte booths — owned or 
rented by families — and were 
such status symbols that 
people handed them down in 
wills and fought over them in 
lawsuits. Pew rental fees 
brought in so much money that 
churches didn't even introduce 
collection plates until the late 
1800s, McDannell says. 

From there, pews developed 
into the strctched-out benches 
Tomiliar today. But innovations 
continued. In 1946, an Idaho 
company that originally built 
World War II bomb crates, 
whiskey bars and high school 
chemistry labs unveiled what it 
claims was the world’s first 
upholstered, spring-cushion 
pew. - 

"We’d been building 
restaurant booth scats,” says 
Mike Stoneman, president of 
what eventually became 
Marshall Church Furniture Co. 
"We just made them longer." 

Founder Jack Marshall was 
so certain he had stumbled 
onto the next, frontier in 
sanctuary seating that he 
undertook a five-year study of 
the link between pew. comfort 
and audience attentiveness. 

He got the idea after a 
traveling preacher remarked that 
the same sermon that rocked the 
house in some churches put 
people to sleep in others. 

"We checked the pews," 
Stoneman says. “And darned if 
it didn’t boil down to seating. 

' ... The more comfortable the 
pew, the more attentive the 
audience. It might seem like 
the opposite would be true, but 
, if you sit on a hard bench, after 
' a few minutes you lose your 
train of thought with the 
speaker because you’re. 
; thinking about your butt.’’

Since 1963, the Mormon Church has 
grown from 2.3 million members to 8.8 
million, many of whom are overseas, 
according to church statistics. Growth 
is largely the fruit of the church's 
50,000 missionaries worldwide. 

The worldwide growth of the church

Continental’s move from

SALT LAKE CITY — Continental Air- 
lines has announced plans to discontinue 
its four daily flights between Salt Lake 
City and Denver beginning Oct. 30, effec- 
tively pulling the air carrier out of Utah. 

However, airline spokesman Ray Scip- 
pa said the move will not alTect the com- 
pany’s Salt Lake City reservation center, 
which employs 800 of the airline’s 846 
" Utah workers. 

The Salt Lake flights were eliminated 
as part of Continental’s effort to reduce 
its presence in Denver. Houston-based 
Continental is facing increasing competi- 
tion from United Airlines- and the 
prospect of sharply higher costs once the 
new Denver International Airport opens. 

Denver will open airport 
without full baggage system 

DENVER — The city will no longer 
wait for a problem-plagued automated 
baggage system to be fixed before open- 
ing its new airport, a source told The As- 
sociated Press. 

A city council member who spoke on

.has decided to use an alternative baggage 
'system at Denver International Airport 
while the automated system is being 
worked on. The $193 million automated 
system has repeatedly delayed the opening 
of the airport since last-fall.

Economy displays mixed signals 

Slowdown underlies modest production expansion, analysts say 
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Knight-Riddcr News Service 

CHICAGO — The U.S. economy expanded 
at a respectable 3.7 percent pace in the second 
quarter, but analysis said Friday that the rela- 
tive strength masks an economy probably in 
the midst of a modest deceleration. 

In particular, a bulge in inventories, which 
was one of the main factors behind the higher 
sccpnd-quartcr growth rate, and the new- 
found stinginess of consumers, means third- 
quarter growth will probably be lower. 

The slower growth, coupled with inflation 
numbers lhai were largely as expected, also 
means the Federal Reserve is unlikely to raise 
interest rates Friday, as a few analysts had pre- 
dicted, and may even forestall a rate increase 
past mid-August, the time that most 
economists were forecasting the next Fed 
tightening. 

’’GDP growth was predominantly due to in- 
ventory growth.” said Joe Lavorgna, 
economist at UBS Securities. ’’That kind of 
growth won’t be sustainable."

“You’re looking at a slowdown in third- 
quarter, production." he said. 

Total output of goods and services in' the 
second quarter was S5.309 trillion compared 
with a revised S5.261 trillion in the first quar- 
ter. 

The median forecast of analysts surveyed 
by Knight-Riddcr Financial News before the 
release of Friday’s data Was for second-quar- 
ter growth of 3.8 percent. Forccusts ranged 
from growth of 2,8 percent to 5.0 percent. 

The wide range of forecasts reflected large- 
ly two phenomenon: economists differed on 
the amount of inventory build-up that likely 
took place in the quarter and on the overall 
amount of strength in the economy. 

A large inventory accumulation is often 
considered a negative for future economic 
growth because it siphons off future produc- 
tion.' 

Because the Commerce Department docs 


not have inventory and trade data for the last 
month of the quarter when it makes its prelim- 
inary estimate of growth for that quarter, it is 
forced to estimate this data. 

Friday’s data "shows a great deal of slow- 
down ... the final sales is distinctly weak.” said 
John McAutcy, an economist at the Economic 
Forecasting Services, referring to the tepid 1.5 
percent rise in the main consumption gauge. 

McAulcy.said he believes the size of the' 
business inventories build-up, $54 billion, 
may be overstated and subject to downward 
revision in future reports. However, “if the in- 
ventory numbers prove correct, then this rep- 
resents a change in dynamics of economy to- 
ward slower growth," he said. 

Other economists said the swelling of sec- 
ond quarter inventories would cause them to

Player^’ clout offers clues to a union revival

Here’s a trade-union riddtc for the 1990s: 
At a time when organized labor is losing 
most of its fights around the country, one 
union — whose members make an average 
of $1.2 million a year — appears to have 
management in a chokchold. 

That union is the Major League Baseball 
Players Association. And its bargaining 
clout, at a time when so many other big 
unions are striking out, illustrates what may 
be a new trend in collective bargaining. 

Call it the return of "craft unionism' — 
the kind that predominated in America be- 
fore the 1930s and the rise of mass industri- 
al unions such as the steel workers and auto 
workers. The reality of the ‘90s is that 
workers with specialized, irreplaceable 
skills — whether they involve running 
computers or hitting baseballs — have 
power. Workers without such skills, who 
can easily be replaced by their employers, 
have little power. 

Consider the record of the players associ- 
ation, arguably the most succcssfuljabor 
union in the nation today. The players are 7 
and 0 against the baseball owners in labor- 
management battles over the last 22 years. 
Each time the players and the owners have 
gone to the bargaining table since 1972. 
there has been a strike or a lockout, and 
each time the players have won. 

“Baseball has a very strong union; 
they’ve never lost,” admit^'a top executive 
for the major league owners. "The players 
have been represented extremely well." 

Players said Thursday they will strike 
Aug. 12 of they haven’t agreed to a new la- 
bor contract.

Corp 1 ., two regional telephone companies 
that have invested heavily in upgrading and 
maintaining the skills of their employees. 
Neither company even threatened to hire 
replacement workers during the walkouts. 

As companies become more involved in 
employee empowerment and co-operation, 
they make themselves even more vulnera- 
ble to a potential work stoppage. 

A lop official of one of the nation's 
largest corporations made this point recent- 
ly in explaining how his company has be- 
come more dependent on its skilled work 


force as it has stripped away layer after lay- 
er of front-line managers. “1. wouldn’t have 
anyone to run my plants if the union with- 
held its co-operation,” he said. 

The corporate changes forced on the 
work force have produced what appears to 
be a fundamental shift in the attitudes of or- 
ganized labor. The AFL-CIO was formed 
in 1955 by a merger of the old American 
Federation of Labor with the. Congress of 
Industrial Organizations, two distinctly dif- 
ferent labor organizations. 

The AFL represented the old-line craft 
unions, unions that were an outgrowth of a 
“guild" system, where power was built on 
the ability to tightly control skilled-labor 
markets. The CIO. on the other hand, was 
totally different, targeting the mass of -un- 
skilled industrial workers in industries such 
as autos and steel. 

Today, with their membership dwindling 
to' the survivors of corporate downsizing — 
a group of workers who arc much more 
skilled than in the past — old-line industri- 
al unions arc begining to act more like craft 
unions. And as they do, their ability to 
withhold employer access to strategic skills 
could- well become the future weapon of. 
choice in contract disputes. 

Withholding skills has worked well for 
the baseball players. Average pay is now 
SI. 2 million, and the minimum starting 
salary is SI 09,000. Indeed, the average ma- 
jor league player will earn more this year 
than at least half the American work force 
can expect to cam in a lifetime. 

Thu union’s call for a strike before the 
end of the season is a signal that the playerS- 
believe an agreement can be reached and 
the season can be salvaged.

Stocks post strong gain 


NEW YORK (AP) — A fresh look . 
at the economy convinced Wall 
Street that interest rates were riot 
likely to rise any time soon, and in- 
vestors expressed their gratitude by 
sharply' bidding up stock and od/id 
prices. 

The Dow'Jones industrial average 
rose 33.67 to. 3.764.50. up 29.46 
points' for the week and at its highest 
level since June 17. 

Advancing issues outnumbered de- 
clined by about 13 to 5 on the New 
York Stock Exchange, where volume 
totaled 269.57 million shares, up 
front 246 million Thursday. 

The rally was broad-based, and 
other market indexes posted substan- 


tial gains as well. The NYSE's com- 
posite index rose 2.02 to 252.62. The 
Nasdaq index rose 9.73 to"722.!6. At 
the American Stock Exchange, the 
market* value index rose 3.81 to. 
437.69. The Standard & Poor's 500 
list rose 4.03 to 458.26. 

The 30-year bond surged 1 23-32 
point. lts-yic!d stood at ’7.38 percent.' 
down from 7.55 percent on Thurs- 
day. 

The stock and bond rallies were 
sparked by a Commerce Department 
report *that the nation’s gross domes- 
tic product rosc*3.7 percent in the 
second three months of the year. That 
was slightly less than the expecta- 
tions of most economists.
